As was to be expected. any attempt to piace the 
contro! of ladian affairs under two departments se 
radicaily opposed in principle as the Military and 
indian Departments, has resuited in a clashing of 
authority. and astate of affairs which is working 
to the detriment of tue Indians. The. average In- 
dian Agent, intent upon the spiritual welfare of. 
the red man. dexirous of elevating his soul and 
achieving what nas never yet reached 
in 4 single generation, —making a civilized 
man of him. — but too frequently negiects his bodily 
wants, and whilst the Agent is 4 ¢ him for 
Heaven, as he thinks, he is actually making a Hell 
foi him on earth by leaving um unclethed and an- 
fed, whilst but 100 freque * the price of his 
clothing and food ia put into the Agent's pocket. 
‘The arms officer, on the other hand, ‘compelled by 
a. system of responsibility under. which he has 
been educated to uecount strictly for every cent's 
worth of property he receives from the Govern- 
ment, ana anxious, by feeding and clothing the 
Indians, to keep hima peaceful citizen, and thus 
avoid: wars in which he, und not the 
soul -baving Indian Agent. takes part, 
and which are not ouly tedious and harassing, but 
without giory, attends first-te the Indians vodily 
wants. und hence cains the credit in the minds of 
a great awinyAvell-meaning people of being not 
only, utterly regardless of. his Spiritual needs, bat 

entirely gppose od to any steps being taken towards 
advancing him in the scale of civilization. If the 
system of resopusthility which prevails in the 
army existed’ in the Indian Department, much of 
the now weNl-fountled charge “of looseness” and 
fraud would oe avoided. But under the tetal lack 
of sysicm in that Department, the responsibility is 
so loose, and fraud is so easv, that the wonder is not 
that pecdlation should sometimes occur, gut that 
it does not happen in ali cases. Nor does the at- 
tempt to intermingle tha two systems by requiring 
army Officers-to inspect Indian supplies and wit- 
ness the issuing of annuities work favorabiy, for 
the renson taat whilst the country at large is led 
to believe there can be no frauds now.that. officers 
of the army are performing tais inspection duty, 
but few are aware of the fact that from the defect- 
ive system of ‘responsi oli ty in the Indian Depart- 
ment these insgections- fotm no check what- 
ever upon the operations of the Indian 
Agents. whose accougits seem to pasa, 
sometimes in Washington. just as well 
without these inspections ae With them. In sev- 
eral instances in this Department eilicers of the 
ay have, at the request of the Interior Depart- 

ent, been assigned to duty in charge of Indian 
— ies to put a stop to the fraudsasbarentlv in- 
se pardbie from the syetem which has prevailed for 
so many vears. In otherednstances a sort of divid- 
ed responsibility js exerciged by the military and 
civil Agents of the Interior Department, which has 
resulted in an inevitable clasging between the two.

GENERAL LAND OFFICE. 
ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 6,—J. A. Williamson, 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, bas 
completed his anuuat réport to the Secretary of 
the Iuterior. It shows that during the fiscal 
year ended Juac® 30. 8,686,178 .acres of pub- 
lic lands were disposed acd 8,041,011 
acres wepe surveyed, in addition to the 721,6138,- 
748 acres previously surve ved. The tot a] num- 
ber of acres of pablic domain still unsurve ved 
s something over 1.000. 000, 00 acres. The dis- 
posals were mainly as follows:

These figures han a gre at increase in the 
quantity of land taken up by the class ef actual 
settlers as homesteads and jor the purpose of 
timber culture, 

The cash receipts amounted to $2,022,536, be- 
ing $569,567 more than the feceipts for the pre- 
ecvding year. 

Commissioner Williamson recommends in re- 
gard to lapsed railroad grants that Congress 
should either declare the grants forfcired and 

restore the lands to disposal as part of the pub- 
lie domain, or extend the time for the comple- 
tion of the roads. 

The report exhibits in detail the work done in 
connection with the suppression of timber depre- 
dations op the public lands, and presents a vari- 
ety of information with regard to abandoned 
milisary aud Indian reservations, the adjust- 
ment of private law claims, and miscellaneous 
matters, 

In conclusion Commissioner Williamson re- 
fers to and earnestly reiterates, former repre- 
scntations made by him regarding the need of 
an increase of the number of clerks and of 
amounts of appropriations for tie dispatch of 
the. constantly accumulating business of the 
Land Bureau. 

PENSIONS. 
THR COMMISSIONER’S ANNUAL REPORT. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Nov. 6.— Mr. Bentley, 
the Commissioner of Pensions, has completed 
his report for the year ending June 80, 1878. 

The number of neu dlaims ofall classes Bled 
during the vear was 62,500. Of these 18.812 
were original invalid claims, being more thau 
double the qanvter ofthe ane .clasg filed in 
either of the fous veers fromm ld te 1874. As 
many as 18. 2 r wete fer Seavivee iu the war of 
1812. One in six only were the Claims of sur- 
vivors, the balance being these of widows. 
Claims ta the num ber of 43.764 were settied at 
an average ‘cost tor salnrics of $10.15 per ease 
dhe average cost in 1877 was 512.81, and ip 
Lodi S17. 11. 1 

‘Lhe saving through the incre wed efficiency of 
the office, troludivm the reduction iv the wala: * 
appropriatik * Qf $35,550 ju D-exer 1876. was 
155.050, and m lis over 1876. Saciuding the 
reduction of the Ssalary f@ud o $25,800, was 
840.172. The number of cases settled in 1877 
Was 22M per cent greater than in 1876, and in 
1878 56 per cant greater than in 18rd. 

At the beginning of the year the number of 
pension avvencics was reduced from fiftv-eioht 
to eighteen, savify in salaries for the year $142,- 
000. Making an aggregate saving in the bureau 
for the year of $452,172, Since the consolid: ition 
the peusous — Ve been paid more promptty 
than before. le pay service has advanced to 
a high degree of cflicency. The Gommisssoner 
is of the opinion that the feductiob in The rate 
of the agents“ compensation made in the Ap- 
propriation bill for the current \ear cannot be 
maintaihed withaut injury to he Bervice, and 
some further allowances- should be made for 
their expensts.

THE CHICAGO & IOWA RAILROAD. 

In the foreclosure suit of Dennison & Brooks 
vs. The Chicago & lowa Railroad Company, a 
stipulation was entered into between the par- 
ties in interest, which is in short as 
follows: First. the suit of the Chicago 
& Iowa Railroad Company against Brooks & 
Dennison shall be dismissed at complainants’ 
costs, and the injunction Cissolved, but without 
damages. The appeal in the foreclosure case 
is to be dismissed also, and the case re- 
manded. No sale shall be made under the 
decree recently entered, and from which 
the appeal was prayed, until aiter the first 
day of January, 1589, provided, however, that 
an order shal! be entered directing the Receiver 
to pay the costs of the case, inc ludins r the ex- 
penses of advertising aud sale, also $13,000 for 
complainants’ solicitors, aud $6,U0U to the Presi- 
dent of the Company for its fees. The Kecetver 
shall also be required to keep the road 
and equipments in first<lass condition 
80 as to be safe tor trains, and the Court sha! 
from iime to time make such orders as may be 
required. On the Ist dav of January, 1874, the 
Receiver shall apoly all noneys in bis hands or 
under the custody of the Court not required 
for the operation of the road to the 
payment of the coupon iuterest on 
the first mortgage in full, and shall 
pay the balance to the Second-mortgage Bond- 
holders’ Committee, to be distributed pro-rata 
among such bondbolders, and to avply ou past 
due voupon interest. On the first day of July 
next all surplus moueys then on hand shall be 
applied in like manner. 

2 on the Ist day of January, 1880, the pet 
earnings of the road shail not bave been paid, 
and shall not be sufficient on that day to pay all 
arrearages of interest at coupon rates, but al- 
lowiug vo interest on overdue coupons, to settle 
all freight and ticket balances, and to pay off 
and discharge all liens for taxes and 
other claims .wmch may be a charge 
avainst the road or Receiver, except the princi- 
pal of the mortgage, then the mortgaged prop- 
erty shall be sold without redemption, and no 
order or stay of proceedings shall be applied tor 
or had to prevent or delay such sale. On 
the other hand, if the net earnings are sul- 
ficient for the above purposes, then the decree 
shall be opened and sct aside, and the bill dis- 
missed in such manner as the Court may deem 
best to protect all parties: the Keceiver shall be 
discharged, aud the property returned to the 
Company. ln the meantime, however, 
before this much-to-be-desired end is 
attained, the Keceiver to pay 
néindedteduess not a charge on the property, 
and the decree of sale is to be reformed to ac- 
cord with such stipulation. 

This stipulation shal! in no way prejudice any 
claim the Chicaco & Iowa Company may have 
aguinst the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Rail- 
road Company or its right to suc the latter.

A STRANGE RUMOR, 
Specie!

Prrrssund, Pa., Nov. 8.—A gentleman well 
known in railroad circles, who bas arrived in this 
city from Philadelphia, says it was reported 
there when he left that Col. Thomas A. Scott,

The total Keoub- 
lican legislative vote was 8,800, the total Demo- 
cratic 6, 100, the total Greenback 2,300, and the 
total Socialist 4.500. The Republicans divided 
their S. S0 between Mason and Sundclius in 
such a way taat the former got 5,700, and the 
latter 3,100. The Democrats divided their 6,100 
between O' Mall and La Buy so that one got 
3,500 and the other 2.000. Had the Republican 
managers looked after the situation more close- 
ly. they would have een that fewer plumpers 
were given for Mason, so as to bring Suudelius 
up nearer the average. In the Nintcenth Ward, 
for instance, Which is Mason's own, 
he got 28% votes, and Sundelius 
us0.

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 8.—An iustance of 

miraculous recovery from sickness, which will 
prove a matter of serious puzzle to scientists 
and philosophers, has just occurred in this city.

I “asked umn 
how this was, when he told me the following 
remarkable story: fie haa lain in his 
helpless condi: ion after my de parture the night 
before, and, being a veryreligious man, was 
thinking over Various spiritual subjects. when, 
ali at once, be had ſalleu to saying over to him- 
selt the following nassage of Scripture: ** Who 
healeth all thy diseases.“ He had then chang- 
ed, aud began to say: Who bealeth all my dis- 
eases.’ Ile said that he had said this only once 
or twice when he was instantly cured, and felt 
that he was as well as ever. He arose from his 
bed, dressed himself, and had been out in 
the rain that morning to do certain 
chores abouttbe house and farm. Mr. Kain 
then began to move his elbows and kuees back 
and forth in the freest wanver, to snow that 
they were as well as ever, and said it was simply 
a tnanifestation of the Hoiy Ghost. I have no 
idea’’ said the doctor, whether the cure will 
prove a permanent one or not, but, so far, it is 
to me one of the most remarkable things I 
ever knew or heard of.

Serious a Aaninet the People Em- 
ployed in Oue of the Largest Insane Hos- 
pitais of the Land. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Col uuns. O., Nov. 8.—A most cruel practice 
of treating ipsane persons has just been brought 
to light at the Columbus Hospital for the In- 
sane in this city, the largest institution of the 
kind in this country. It appears that the lady 
aitendants in the female wards have beeu in the 
habit of duckiug the feinale patients over whom 
they had been placed for any violation of the 
rules which they might be pleased to make. It 
is stated that the practice has been going on for 
several months, aud was only discovered by the 
Superintendent a few days since. 
This mode of punishment was practiced 
on those whose insanity made them 
perfectiy harmless. Reports are current that 
the attendants gave their patients tasks to per- 
form, work which they were paid to do them- 
ecives, and, when this was not done, the duck- 
ing-tub was resorted to. From versons who are 
well-iniormed, it is stated that this bunisument 
bas deen curriéd to great excess, aud patients 
straucied to enforce the rules imposed by the 
attendants. Ihe most damaging leature is that 
such proceedings could have been carried on 
for nearly a year and not have been discovered 
by the manv physicians in the institution. 
Great indignation is expressed on all sides, 
aud the Superintendent and Directors are re- 
eciving the severest condemnation. The plea is 
that the attendants were at once discharged as 
soon as the*fact was made known, but this does 
not appear to satisfy the people whose friends 
have been treated as though they were crimi- 
nals. The Democratic Legislature last winter 
saw fit to reorganize all the benevolent institu- 
tions, displacing old and experienced officials, 
and filling the places with men of no experi- 
ence, to manage and watch over the unfortunate 
of this class. Investigation is now being beid, 
which will doubtless uncarth much more abuse 
which has been practiced, all of which is but the 
natural outgrowth of tne late O'Connor Legis-

It will thus be 
seen that the next House will be a very 
evenl,-divided body, aud that the Democra- 
cy, after all their boasting, will. hardly. have 
things their own way. The Greenback ele- 
ment, pure and simple, will only play a part 
on questions of finance, and is likely to gravi- 
tate toward old political associations in most 
of tlre legislation of à geueral character. 
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IHE DEMOCRATIC DILEMMA. 

The Demecratie-party has beeu placed in 
a serious dilemma by the late elections: 
Where it seemed to be all smooth sailing 
on à few months ago the course is now full 
of snags and sand-bars, and the pilots cannot 
agree as to the current. Even Senator Tuvn- 
MN is so confused over the situation that he 
will not hazard an expression of opinion be- 
yond a virtuab admission that the Democrats 
have been struck as hard a blow this year as 
the Republicans experienced in 1874. This 
is apparent to a man of Tuurman’s long ex- 
perience and keen discernment, though it 
might not be observed by 6 amateur in 
politics, who will merely remark that the 
Democrats stiil control the Lower House of 
Congress. But this control comes from the 
accretion agthe South, which was natural 
and could not have heen prevented under 
existing conditions. The significant point 
is, that the Democrats hive lost at 
the North, where they needed to 
grow in order to reach out for the 
Presidency in 1880; they have lost fifteen 
Congressmen, three important State Gov- 
ernments, several of the principal cities, 
Senators whom they counted upon electing, 
and, above all, the prestige of progress. A 
halt has been called all along the Democratic 
line, and the army is brought to a standstill, 
while the leaders do not know which way to 
conduct it. 

The trouble with the Democratic party is 
that it has been fooling around too much 
with fiat money. The matter wouldn't be so 
serious as itis if their mistake only affected 
the past; if the Democrats could ndw ac- 
knowledge their error, break away from it, 
and regain their former footing, their recent 
loss would not cripple them permanently. But, 
as a matter of fact, their flirtation with the 
at jade has had serious consequences, and 
she is bound to make them trouble in the 
future; if they do not break with her, they 
are lost, and, if they do, they are threatened. 
If they accept the alliance, she 1s the sort of 
creature that will drag them down; if they 
refuse to tie to her, they will have a bas- 
tardy suit on their hands. 

Let us examine some of the circumstances 
of the Democratic dilemma as they probably 
present themselves to Mr. Tuurman’s prac- 
ticed eye: 

1. The Democratic party may seek to ac- 
quire new strength by inducing the Nationals 
to come over to that organization. But 
there is certainly small chance of their bemg 
able to bring about a coalition on this basis. 
The leaders of the Nationals” will be dis- 
posed to take advantage of the Democratic 
embarrassment. They will contend that, if 
there is to be any alliance, it must be on the 
basis of the Democrats coming to them. 
The new party movement has been a refuge 
for the played: out politicians of the old par-

thereof. 

4. The Democrats may break. loose from 
Fiatism and endeavor to regain a footing on 
sound-money ground. But if they do this, 
they will be beset with numerous entbarrass- 
ments. Such an effort would ‘brifg to, the 
front men like BATanůb in Delaware and 
Jounx M. Patmer in this State, and would 
probably assure thd continued Joyalty of the 
old-school Democrats whe believe in hard 
money and State Sovereiguty. But what 
will the party do then with men like 
Ewxa, Tuvusman, Voornres, and Cary? 
These gentlemen cannot go around within 
the next year or two among the same people 
whom they hdve been ‘instructing for 
the last year or two, and admit that 
they-have been advocating a delusion and a 
fraud. Outspoken and uncompromising ad- 
herence now to the hard-money traditions of 
the Democratic party will scarcely conciliate 
the large mass of Democrati¢ voters who 
have been inoculated with the fat poison, 
and this mass of voters will desert the oid 
party rather than their new mania. 

The Democratic party seems to be com- 
pelled to take some one of the directions 
which we have indicated, and all of them 
seem to lead to confusion and defeat. This 
is the embarrassment of the situation. The 
Democrati¢e party is committed to Fiatism, 
and Fiatism is a dismal failure, It cannot 
continue the foolish fellowship without is- 
grace, and cannot break off without loss. 
Defeat stares the party in the fage which- 
exer voad it shall elect to take; aut it does 
not look as though two years will be enough 
for the leaders to map out and open up u 
new escape. —

THE SILVER COINAGE. 

After a careful consideration of all the 
circumstances, we have reached the conclu- 
sion that good faith, wise policy, aud strict 
justice demand ihat the restrictions imposed 
on free coinage by the act restoring the 
monetization Of the silver dollar should be 
removed. From 1792 to 1873 the coinage of 
theSilver dollar was N in this coun- 
try. When the fact that it had been 
demonetized was discovered, and measures 
taken to undo that act of trickery, it ap- 
peared that the President and his Cabinet 
were opposed to the restoration of silver. 
The popular feeling became inteusifled by 
this opposition, and by the strong efforts on 
the part of all the Federal officers 
in the Mint and in the Treasury 
to defeat the bill. The President's op- 
position was so strongly defined that it 
became obvious to the friends of silver that 
the bill would be vetoed. Hence it was nec- 
essary to secure a two-thirds vote in both 
branches of Congress. 
a bill restoring the silver dollar and free coin- 
age by a sufficient majority. Inthe Senate 
the gold party was proportionately stronger. 
There was a majority for the bill, but not the 
two-thirds that would be needed in case of a 
veto. Tosecure the few votes who would 
not vote for the bill unless the coinage was 
restricted, the amount of silver dollars was 
limited to not less than two nor more than 
four milhons of dollars a month. In that 
form the bill was passed, and subsequently 
was carried over the Executive veto. 

This legislation authorized the coinage of 
48 millions of silver dollars a year; but the 
law has never been fairly executed by the 
Treasury Department. The whole influence 
aud power of the Executive Departments has 
been persistently opposed to the execution 
of the law, and so directed as to lead to its 
repeal. The law has been in force ten 
months, and the total coinage of the mints 
has been below the minimum. The Treasury 
Department has discouraged the use of sil- 
ver, has placed obstacles in the way of its 
géneral use, has omitted to pay it out when 
it might do so, and from time to time has 
pointed significantly to the niillions in the 
Treasury as evidence that the people did not 
want it and would never use it. When it is 
remembered that there is no expenditure by 
the Government which may not lawfully be 
made in silver dollars, it will be difficult to 
make the country believe that the Treasury 
has been unable to pay out ten millions of 
dollars. 

We have already referred to the semi- 
official announcement that the President in- 
teuds to recommend to Congress the en- 
largement of the silver dollar, to make it 
correspond with the price of silver in gold. 
We have discussed this matter, and it was 
discussed by the whole country a year ago, 
more 4horoughly perhaps than any other 
question was ever discussed in the United 
States. This recommendation of the Presi- 
dent is founded upon a deliberate denial of 
the fact that the American dollar has never 
had, and was never intended to have, a 
legal or fixed value in gold, or silver, or 
wheat, or corn, or land. The American 
silver dollar has always consisted of 371;

ed essential to do 80 ip order to overcome 
the Executive veto, and because it was 
considered that the law would be 
fairly. -eXecnted,’ and because it Was 
represented that the “law admitted 
the coinage of all the silver which the mints 
eould turn out- ench year.’ Itis-time, there- 
fore, that the country shall again make ‘itself 
hear on this subject. Ik uiüst not, onty op- 
pose aud protest against the recommenda- 
tions that silver be agaiu practically demone- 
tized, but it must formulate its own de- 
manis.. To proteot the rights of the people 
two things evidently are essential: 

That all restrictions upon the amount 
or number of silver dollars that may be 
coined shall be repealed; and that the 
coinage of silver dollars shall be as unlimited 
1 the coinage of gold pieces. 

That the Government shall cease t 
3 the National Banks with a special 
currency with which to redeem their notes ; 
and that the National Banks, if they adhere to 
the issue of hotes circulating as money, shall 
be compelled to redee those notes on de- 
mand in the same manner as the Govern- 
ment does,—in gold or silver. All bank- 
notes must be made redeemable, as the 
greenback will be, in coin; aud if the banks 
will not use silver for that purpose let them 
use gold. The banks must be made to bear 
their own share of thé barden of resumption 
of specie-payments, and not compel the 
Government. to proteet and carry its own 

paper and that of all the banks in addition. 
Let us have specie-payment at the Treasury, 
but let us have it at the banks also. Every 
private debtor will have to pay his debts in 
coin ; let us, therefore, have uo exemptions, 
and no special privileges, but have the banks 
which all advocate specie-payments--re- 
deem their notes on demand in coin, 

Let the friends of silver coinage in Con- 
gress and out of it not content themselves 
wiih mere opposition to any disturbauee. of 
the coinage of silver dollars, but let them, 
for the national security and protection, take 
the aggressive, and demand that the coinage 
of silver dollars be made unlimited, and that 
when the Government begins to redeem 
greenbacks in coin the National Banks shall 
be compelled to redeem. their notes im coin 
at the same time.

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THE KID-GLOVE ‘RING CRUSHED. 
Our Washington dispatches of yesterday 
throw a flood of light upon the kid-glove 
controversy. It is scarcely necessary to say 


that the facts brought out therein comprise 


the testimony of Mr: Writiam F. Rap, a 
glove merchant of Philadelphia, as given 
before the Board of Reappraisement in New 
York on the first kid-glove case presented, 
Upon this evidence the gloves were advanced 
from 42 to 52 francs per dozen, and it wis 
in reference to this case that Collector 
Anrnon, in sustaining the General Appraiser, 
said: Upon a careful review of the volu- 
minous evidence taken before the Apprais- 
ers, he could not see how the General Ap- 
praiser could have arrived at any other con- 
clusion.” 

This evidence, so conclusive to the minds 
of General-Appraiser Kercuv™ and Colleet- 
or Anrnun, is now presented to the public 
for the iirst time by Tu Tarnuxz. It cannot 
prove less conclusive to hose who peruse it 
carefully than it proved to the officials called 
to act upon it. It leaves no room for doubt 
that the kid-glove ring of New York City 
have been robbing the Government of about 
one-quarter of its legitimate revenue on their 
merchandise for several years. It leaves 
the question of the guilt of the house of A.

THE STEWART GRAVE ROBBERY. 

The theft of the body of the late A. T. 
Stewart from the vault where it was so 
recently buried with solemn ceremony was 
not only à crimé that was very adroit in 
conception and bold in execution, but it was 
of a character that will shock every person 
who is not hardened by lifelong immorality 
or insensible to the common feelings and 
sympathies of human nature. In every 
country and in all times, even among the 
rudest races, the dead have been regarded 
with reverence, and their last resting-places 
have been held in sacred respect as holy 
places of pilgrimage for suryiving friends, 
and as reminders of -the narrow homes we 
must all oechpy soeoner or Tater. Body- 
snatching hitherto for scientific purposes has 
not been uncommon, but even this form of 
theft has been regarded with abhorrence. 
It has met with no sympathy in any com- 
munity. Its perpetrators have béen looked 
upon in the light of ghouls and vampires. 
The laws have prescribed severe pen- 
alties for it, and a strong universal 
public. sentiment would shield any 
man who should take the life of a 
grave-robber found in the act. When 
this infamous and unnatural crime, however, 
and 
the grave is robbed of its treasure to secure 
a reward from the friends of the deccased, it 
is difficult to find words with which to char- 
acterize the horrible crime or the wretches 
who perpetrate it. 

The careful manner in which every detail 
of this robbery was planned, the ai idacity 
with which it was executed in a public cem- 
etery, not remote from the haunts of men, 
but within plain sight of public streets in a 
great city, and at the ends of a beat where 
patrolmen were obliged to meet several 
times in the night, and the complete success 
which crowned the infamous work, do not 
reficet so much credit upon tho prave-robbers 
as they reflect discredit upon the public au- 
thorities of the city. It has passed into a 
proverb that. policemen are everywhere ex- 
cept where they should be when they are 
wanted, but, even accounting for their re- 
missness on this general principle, their 
skill in being absent in this particular case 
is almost as remarkable as the skill of the 
wretches themselves whom they ought to 
have arrested. 

The keenest anxiety and apprehension of 
the public now will be felt as to the course 
which Mrs. Stewart, and Judge Hiiton, as 
her adviser, will pursue. It is a matter 
that does not concern them, alone, though 
they are the parties immediately interested, 
but the whole country. The robbery was 
not made fo# purposes of supplying medical 
hospitals with. a subject for dissection, nor 
cau we believe the absurd rumor that it was 
done by relatives who are anxious to ex- 
amine the rematis for traces of poison. It 
is clear that the only motive of the robbers 
is to secure a reward whieh they are conti- 
dent will be offered by either Mrs. STEWART 
or Judge HILrox. In this direction they 
have u grave and important duty to per- 
form. and that duty is to spare 
no means or expense to secure the arrest of 
the robbers; If they are anxious to offer a 
reward, let it be offered for the apprehension 
of these scoundrels, and let the reward be 
sufficiently large to ‘stimulate the sleepy 
oflivials of New York to extra exertion, and 
arouse the vigilance of the police authorities 
of other places. It will be almost criminal 
for them to condone the crime of these 
wretches. by offering a reward for the recov. 
ery of the body, and allowing them to escape 
from their well-deserved punishment. Any 
negotiation: Which shall accomplish such a 
result will be an outrage upon the whole 
community.

Crtcaco, Nov. S -M advent into Vicksburg 
deserves at least a passine mention. Tied up before 
@ark of Oct. 10 at Milliken’s Bend, the relief boat 
was to lie there all nigit, for the purpose of making 
Vicksburg. some thirty miles velow, in daylight.

Since the formation of the mud-bar— 
within a perio? of four to six months— 
and the consequent retardation of the already siug- 
cish current through the old channel of the river, 
it is manifest that the sewage thus gathered must 
be deposited on said bar; and its retention and de- 
composition cannot but have been potent agents 
in the mélignancy and rapid spread of the epi- 
demic, TO this point I respectfuiiv invite, not 
only the attention of the Elizabeth Tnonipson 
Yeliow-Fever Commission. but of the municipal 
authorities of Vicksourg. it has for these last an 
important practical bearing on the future heaith of 
the city, and, consequently, on its growth aad 
prosperity. 

As will be seen by the accompanying sectional 
profile, the water-shed of the major paft of the city 
proper dips rapidly toward the river, a totai fall of 
avout 150 feet being found in the six blocks west of 
Cherry street, which street forms the western 
bonndary of a narrow plateau, the divide“ 
between thé east and west slopes of the water- 
shed. On the cast and south the drainage is into 
several emal)l vayous, which wind among the hills in 
a veReral southerly direction, traversing the coan- 
try below for many miles before finding their out- 
let into the Mississippi through its conflaent, the 
Big Black. 

There is hut one underground sewer in the entire 
city. This runs along the line of Washington 
street, north and south. Either as a result of 
faulty engineering in construction, or want of 
proper subsequent care. its practical working is a 
failure, From its traps and man-holes a most 
sickening and pestilentiai odor was at all times ex 
haled during my visit: but especially offensive 
during the prevalence of north or south winds. Its 
thorouen cieansing and disinfection shou'd be 
entered upon at the earliest practicable moment 
after severe frost. 

But one thing is needed to make Vicksburg one 
of the dest surface-drained towns on the Missis- 
sippi, and that is the application of @ iittle com- 
mon sense in the filling-in of streets and the con- 
struction of gutters. At present the centre of tue 
street is dsually the lowest part. often, in fact, 
gullied dy rains so that crossing\irom de to side is 
Gifficult, if not dangerous. Yellow clay in abund- 
ance can be obtained from the bordering hillsides; 
and this, when deposited in proper shape, with 
the necessary elevated crown along the centre, 
and thoroughly bound oy horse or steam 
rollers, would make a cheap and permanent | 
roadway, and, in the end, prove a wise economy 
in this spetial police of the citv. Something was 
being done in this direction durinc my visit, under 
the vigoroue superviston of Acting-Mayor Beck.

Fortunately for the city anu ber future. the main 

channel of the Cut-off is not over half a mile be- 
low the principal business streets ranking east and 
west. At us ast session Congress appropriated 
the sum of 884. 000 to be expended in the protec- 
Mu of the Louisiana dank of the cut-off: aod it is 
expected, by such means, to keep the channel in 
its present lines. If this can be done, steam boats 
at any stage ofwater may pass along the western 
shore of Vicksburg Island and there finda landing 
opposite the middie front of the city. In that event 
the construction of & causeway between the tsland 
and the city will be a necessity; and some sort of a 
business community will probably locate on the 
island itself. 

For the purpose of restoring the channel to its 
old bed it nas been proposed io bring the waters of 
the Yazoo and its tributaries, by way of Chickasaw 
bayon, into the Mississippi just above tue National 
Cemetery, This plan is of Goubtful utility, owing 
to the sluggish current and limited volume of the 
Yazoo. Another plan, which promises better, but 
which wonid be costly, is to turn the Mississippi from 
ite course, at the foot of Pawpaw Island. into the 
Yazoo, and thence across the Wrohg end of Vid 
Iivet into its old channel again at the bignt of 
bend near the National Cemetery.

Tf she can, however, preserve her tiver froxt for 
steamboats, Vicksburg has a dattertag future be- 
fore ber, both commercially and tndastrially. At 
the foot of the great Yazoo Basin, comprising 
nearly four and à half million acres of the richest 
and most fertile janas in the South. she is the 
paternal mart for the great bulk of the cotton there 
produced. ver 25 per cent of the entire crop of 
the most productive of the cotton-growing States. 
And yet hardly one-tenth the ullable lands of this 
basin are under cultivaten. Competent jndges 
estimate, from accessible data, that, were but one- 
third of this great cotton-belt of the Southwest 
put in that staple, ue production would apprex- 
imate the entire cotton-crop of the United Staies.

from recognizing the good there assuredly is in the 
other, and from assisting, in the proper spirit, to 
correct the defects and vices which undouotedly 
exist in both.)

With 
such material Mr. Mallock would more than ever 
insist upon beginning his experiment with an ex- 
clusion.” 

But while all this is true to an extent that words 
alone can give no idea of, a simple statement of 
the underlying causes, while it tempers present 
judgment, gives much of promise for the future. 

if the negro is now improvident and shiftiess, is 
it not because generations of white owners did his 
thinking and providing for in the past? 

If he now disregards4he property rights of others. 
were not his own, eveh to his very flesh and blood, 
the bone and sinew, which itself created property, 
for centuries set at naucht? 

if the Seventh Commandment now has no bind- 
ing force upon him, is that fact anything more than 
an illustration of Atavism, —a reversion toa habit 
implanted upon his ancestor by the overseer who 
bred prime buck” to likely wench’’ with as 
littie regard to the monogamous principle as ever 
governed a dog-fancier or cattie-breeder? : 

Ana tf its vow easier for him to he than to teil 
the truth, is he to blame fot nor being an excep- 
tion to the universal rule that slavery is the fruit- 
zul hot ded of all the vices? Neither Spartan 
helot. nvr Irish kern, nor Llebrew dog of tue 
Ghetto, has ever yet been held up as a competitor 
for the littie hatchet of G. M. or the monument 
of Knud Iverson. Why. tuen. despair of the 
American negro, released, within ices than half a 
generation, from influences fully as degrading and 
devasing as @ay these races were ever subjected to? 

Whether the influences that have since deen 
brought to bear upon him have been tue best calcu- 
lated to eradnate nis vices and to develop his vir- 
tues will, I fancy, be promptiy answered in the 
negative by those who are familiar with tnose in- 
flaences. Mr. Tilden has forcibly portrayed some 
of ‘them. The unscrupulous political mendi- 
cants who overran the South im the years immedi- 
ately sueceeding the War have as much to an- 
swerforin their debauchery of the negro, in the 
destruction of his self-respect, in their fostering 
and encouragement of his lowest traits, as they 
have in Keeping open the bloody chasm itself, 

But the picture is not all gloom and shade. Such 
influences must, in the eterna! order, be ephemer- 
al, Only the right canendure. ‘Truth is not 
forever on the scaffold, Wrong forever on the throne, 
The negro is already beginning to penetrate 
through the surface of things; to strip the mask 
from the lying faces of his pretended friends; to 
realize that his interests and the interests of those 
who once owned him are the same; that Whatsoever 
makes lor the common gooa—in lighter taxation, in 
improved production, in security of person and 
property—works also for his individuai good. Le 
is beginging to realize, and to act upon the knowl- 


edge, that- with whatever of balting and sta muling. 


of frequeat injustice and hardsnrip, in short. of 
human error and faiiioility euch work is done—it 
must, it done at all, be done by those who own 
the country; those who have a stake in its prosper- 
ity; those who are bound to it bythe potent 
‘orces of birthright and association; and who 
ventured the great prize of Death In battic 

for if—no matter how mistakenly. Ethnologists may 
quarrel adver facial angles, aod brain measure- 
ments, and caudal vertebre, in their attempts to 
settle the question of racial superiority; and Mr. 
Tiiden’s Memphian ‘*moralists and las- 
givers "having decided that, like John Chinaman; 
he ‘*must go — may specniate on absorption 
or extinction as the alternative fate of the Ameri- 
can nero. 

But while tnere is cotton to plant. and hoe, and 
pick, and gin, and bale; and rice to sew, and lay 
by, andigatber, and cure; and caneto tend, 
and cut, and ‘tote, and sugar towaké: while 
there are levees to build, and brakes to clear. and 
sitcamboats to freight, and a thousand other things 
todo fot which he is especially fitted, such ques- 
tions will hardly poesess an interest absorbiag 
eneach to keep cither darky or white man awake 
o’ nighta, 

His ducility, good-nature, faithfulness, imi- 
tativeness, endurance,—all these Gualities surely 
count fer something in dis future. And when, 
under happier conditions and by education end ex- 
ampie, to these shal! be added thrifi, industry, 
enterprise, anc the social virtues, it wiil hardly be 
worth while to reproach any given black person 
with the charge that he or she is nut a Toussamt 
L’Unverture, a god Douglass, or an Famonmn 
Lewis,—not, at “east, until all white-skinned 
people can claim veership with the Wellingtons, 
Weusters, ana Michael Angelos of taeir own race.

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MEMPHIS, 
SCENES AND INCIDENTS OF THE PLAGUE. 
To the Eattor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaso, Nov. 5.—The summer of 78 dawned 
upon Memphis glorious im the promise of a 
»rophetic spring. The previous winter had been a 
season of almost unexampled prosperity. Dusi⸗ 
ness bad been ‘* booming,” to use a Westernism. 
The crops had been abundant, and at the close of 
the year, when planter and factor balanced ac- 
counts, there was generally a credit left standing 
to the former. With this incentive to prompt 
them, and the seeming assurance thet hard times 
were patzt, the husvandman increased his area of 
cnitivation, employed a larger force to put in the 
crop than since the War, and labored diligently in 
the hope that his returns would enable him to at- 
tain a proeperity almost out of date. Nor was he 
disappomted. When the crop was laid by” it 
more than realized his most sanguine expecta- 
ious, and nothing remained but its 
harvesting and shipment. In the city 
the banker and merchant rejoiced at the success of 
their opé¢ratione, and contemplated the future with 
pleasurelat the prosperity which that future held 
out. The smal) dealers had also been generously 
rewarded, and the mechanic had laid up treasures 
upon earth. The heaith of the city and surround- 
ing country had never been better. There was an 
exceptional freedom from the maiadies peculiar to 
this climate as yratifying as it was singular. 
Nature and art smiled upon the landscape, aud all 
things combined to beget a new hope in the breasts 
of a people Wuo had for a decade of years toiled, ag 
the children of Israci, in hopeless bondage to debt 
and remediless adversity. 

AS THE SUMMER ADVANCED 
the usnal complement of tourists to the North, to 
the Virginia Springs, and other favored resorts 
bade farewell to the city of their nativity and pur- 
sued their journeyings, anticipating a return to 
the winter festivities of which they were prime 
factors in the ‘*Bluff City.”

THE PROTECTION. 
OPENING THE CASE. 

The skirmishing began yesterday morning in the 
Criminal Court. It was a foretaste of the bitter 
struggle that is to take place between the State and 
the attorneys forthe managers of the late Protee- 
tion Life- Insurance Company. The tall form of 
Leonard Swett, the 9 figure of Charley Reed. 
the burly shape of W. J. Hynes, and the solemn 
face of J, L. Uigh were nib and thev were ready, 
every man of them, to spring up at a moment's 
notice with an odjection ora remark to the Court. 
Frequently all three, with the fourth attorney, 
Riddle, were on their feet addressing the Court. 
and bewildering the poor jury witb intricate tech- 
nicalities. It is duc to Judge Gary to sar that be 
manfully stood his ground and generally overruled 
al! these objections, coming down to the plain 
facts of the case and the law of common sense

r. Leonard Swett, on behalt of the attorneys 
lor ne defense, sald he ond defer the opening 
argument until after the testimony. He, however, 
called attention to the dillerent allegations of the 
indiclinent, and claimed that his clients could not 
be tried at the same time forthe various odenses ul 
cOnspiracy, bribery, and emoveZzlement. 

he Court seid that, as a matter of fact, the three 
last Clauses of the indictmeut were Unnecessary, as 
the defendants couid Be convicted of all these 
crimes On the firet Clause alone, which was of a 
yeneral nature, the others Comiayin as a Dill of 
particulars, The case might gv on. 

The tirst evidence offered was the public doca- 
ment containing the act of incorporation of the 
Protection Life-insurance Company. 

STATE-AU DITOR NEEDLES 

was then placed on the stand. Ue testified that he 
knew all the defendants in the case. He first de- 
came Oiicially acquainted withthe Protection Lite- 
lusurance Company in danvary, 1877. The tirst 
conversation he ever held with odficers of the Com- 
pany was with Edwards, and subsequently he 
talked with Ryan and Reid. ‘ihe Company fled an 
annual report for 1876 m January, 1877. He had 
known J. Uf. Kellogg about two years, and R. M. 
Woods about three years. The latter had been 
Chief Clerk of the Insurance Departmant of the 
State. His duties were to superviee the otber 
clerks and attend to such special business as the 
\uditor assigned mim to. In April, 1877, he in 
structed Mr. Woods to proceed to the office of the 
Vretection insurance Company and examine tts al- 
fuirs 

At this point there was a hitch. 
fered in evidence a certified copy of the commis- 
stan of Aaditor Ne edles to Woods. This was ob- 
jected to. Mr. Swett read extracts from a collec- 
tion of legal aecisions on this point. but the Court 
ovjeclted to receiving this, as the book was one that 
had been edited by Mr. Swett himself. The Court 
held that it Was not necessary to produce the au- 

thority of Mr. Woods to cxamine the Company. 

Swett and High claimed tin that anybody might 
to the office of tae Company and make a false re- 
pori and Lye: not commit a felony. The certitied 
copy of tue commission’ was admitted. Next was 
ottered the official report of Woods to the Auditor 
(already published), followed by letters from 
Woods to Needles. 

in the aiternoon the examination of Needles was 
‘continued. He said that when complaints were 
made to atm regarding the Protection Life-Insur- 
ance Company he asked the opinion of the Attor- 
ney-General. ‘lhe opinion was produced in ent- 
dence. Shortly after that opinion was received, 
Mr. Woods was iustructed to close the Company 
up. le did so, and yl ten daye a Keceiver 
was appotnted. Before Thata petition had been 
presented to the Attorney-General! by Mr. Everett, 
asking that * Company be closed out by a quo 
warranto. The Attorney-General declined to act, 
because that belonged to the Insurance Depart- 
ment. Wood's report was prepared in soringileid 
from data obtained in Cmeazo. Me W ever pre- 
ve ated 4 report of Mr. Woods, nade to the Au- 
ditor, Feb. 7, 1877. upon the loe al boards, special 
Aste, and trust associ ons 01 the Prote< tion L ile 
Company; also, the tria ‘Duiance Feb. 21, 
the list of assessments or 1877 and 1878.

was next called. He said that ne went to Spring-

To this fact is to 
be attributed the part he played 
asaleveler and destroyer at atime when the 
bulwarks of superstition and tyranny in France 
most needed to be pulled down. But the crit- 
ical faculty m him did not find its best expres- 
sion im formal literary composition. It was in 
the writing of art Criticisms that he was “at 
home. His criticisms vonseqnentiy have re- 
mained at once the admiration and the despair 
of art-critics ever since. Until Theophile Gau- 
tier nobody had arisen who could be called a 
competitor with him. “His special gift,” says 
Mr. Morley, ‘ was the transformation of scien- 
titic criticism into something with the charm ot 
literature. . . . . There are few other com- 
positions in European literature which show so 
well how criticisin of art may itself become a 
fine art.“ 

Mr. Morley follows Diderot to the Hague and 
St. Petersburg, where he had the privilege of 
talking daily with his patron, the famous 
Catherine, and slapping the knees of her Im- 
perial Majesty, to her great delight, precisely as 
ifshe were aman. Thence Diderot returned to 
Paris, to Dass a short time in ineffectual labor 
and to die. ‘It his lite-work were summed up in 
the measured phrases of infallible criticism, dis- 
tributing rewards and punishmentsyit would not 
perbaps be awarded the highest praise. It 
would not be said of bun that he used all his 
gilts to the best advantage, or that his virtucs 
were incomparably greater than his vices. But 
it would be remembered to his credit that he 
did as much as any one of his age to free his 
countrymen frum igvorance and super- 
Stition. “He did this, moreover, 
seltishiy and with a devotion to the end 
that surpassed his fondness for other 
more enticing pursuits. He had a grand per- 
severance; only he persevered in attempting 
too much. Ihe Encyclopedia, so far as it was 
responsible for the Revolution, did a good work. 
It made the way clear for a peaceable declara- 
tion of the Rights of Man, and if the declara- 
tion, when it came, was not peaceable, the Eu- 
cyclopedia was not blamewortuy for that. 

Mr. * Life of Diderot,“ which we 
have here followed, is fit to rank with his lives 
of ** Voltaire”? and Rousseau,“ each of which 
was nearly perfect in its way. As the ground 
gone over is partially the same in all threc 
cases, the author brings tothis work the fruits of 
a fuller preparation and more mature reflection 
than he had to bestow on either of the others. 
At one or two points, as in the quarre! between 
Rousseau and Diderot, the subjects actually 
touch, but, on the whole, the clashing is very 
slight. Mr. Morley has managed them with 
consummate skill, particularly in marking the 
separations between them. His method is to 
collect all the material that helps to give indi- 
viduality to the man of whom he writes, and to 
let slip all the rest. So he gives Diderot with 
all his thoughts and feelings, and as little as 
possible of Diderot’s work that reflected no 
personality. He endeavors to nave Diderot, 
as far as possible, describe himself through 
his work. His written words are collect- 
ed apd arranged, ana put where they tell 
of the busy man that once uttered them. 
It would hardly be possible for Mr. Morley, 
with his knowledge of the subject, to write a 
dull book about it: but he bas done much more 
than to escape this censure. He has actually 
written a biograpby of Diderot which impresses 
one as containing all that can welt be said about 
mim, which tells his storvin a lucid and irref- 
ragable way, and lets in a whole flood of light 
on the origins of the Revolution and the strug- 
gie of Sacerdotalism and Utilitarianism in 
France. ( Diderot and the Encyclopedists.”’

He cazed 
at the Baron with terrible eyes. from wrich 
streamed tears of rage; then he suddenly ran 
off at the top of his speed, and disappeared. 
At first he thought of burning the chateau of 
But he decided it would be better 
te avoid the gensdarmes. He resolved to make 
money, get on an equality with the Baron, and 


revenge himeelf. He went to Paris, put his 
foot literally on the bottom rung of the ladder, 
and mounted up. He was first a hod-carrier, 
then a mason, next a master, finally a builder, 
and, in the course of forty years, a millionaire. 
He returned to Saligueux in his old age with 
his millions ready for investment. The old Ba- 
ron was dead, and his son had succeeded to the 
estates. This sou waa spendtbrift. He had 
sold half the estates in parcels to satisfy the 
demands of his mistresses. The other half 
was heavily incumbered. Jean leterol bobgut 
up the tirst hall in a few years, aud 
addressed himself to the task of getting the 
other half. Now, Jean Teterol had a son, and 
the new Baron of Saligpeux a daughter. It 
occurred to the former that he would have full 
revenge upon the race of Saligneux if he 
could bring about a marriage between the 
young people. He bought up the mortgages, 
and beid them over the bead of the Baron. 
Then he named the only condition on which 
they coula ve released. The Baron consented. 
Though proud, aud delicate, and refined, he 
was mach less stubborn thauau Jean Tetero! had 
expected to find him. The real troubic arose 
pot with him, but with the young people, whose 
inclinations had been too little consulted. They 
were as likely to have minds of their own as 
their ents, and it proved to be the case, 
that they would’ not consent to be disposed 
of in such a manner. The haughty heiress 
of Saligneux thought Jean Teterol's son was 
sordid and vulgar to consent to such an ar- 
rangement, and only began to discern bis true 
character wheu he repudiated the baryain, tore 
up the written agreement his father bad ex- 
turtea from the Baron, and went to Paris to 
seek his fortune. ‘There was, after all, something 
noble iu the young man. Before long Saligneux’s 
daughter found herself desiring bis presence as 
ardently as she bad longed for bis absence. As 
she Was a positive vouug woman. she iu the end 
brought matters around to suit bersell. - 

Such, iv brief, is the story of Victor Cherbu- 
liez’s pew novel. A dry and imsullicient narra- 
tive it is. as we have told it, but not at all 
so in the pages of the novelist. He 
has dressed up his little thread of 
fiction in rich and fantastic garments. Through 
the whole book there runs a satire which one 
needs to be French, perhaps, thoroughly to ap- 
preciate, but which is none the less apparent and 
influential to the average American mind. Jean 
Teterol is, of course, the main figure. This man 
of one idea has no time for any other. He has 
‘reflected so constantly upon the kick that the 
Baron Saligneux gave bim that he has not had 
time even to think of death, and he is insulted 
and angry when the grim speccre stands at his 
bedside and calis him. He has never thought of 
answering such a call. and from sheer obstinacy 
he does not. Thethought of death came to him 
like a gevelation: n eee 

coul e! s extravagant, se 

9K 41 idea had never occurred to 
him. He believed uürmiv that everybody died, of 
course; bat as te himseif! lie bad worked and 
toiled so hard, was he to go away miserably and 
leave his. property to others! Others would pry 
into his affairs! Others would handle his keys, uis 
precious keys! Others would unceremoniously 
open his drawers, his drawers which belonged to 
him, and would see what was in them! Others 
would plunder his papers, rommage in his desk! 
At this thought he became indignant. frious. No, 
that was not possible, It seemed to him that his 
death would leave a void, a; frightful void in the 
universe! that when he saould have disappeared, 
there would be nothing left, nothing at aii. 

When be got well be said to his physician, 
with a cunning smile: ; 

You are very much surprised, Doctor: only fools 
allow themselves to die! 

Jean Teterol bad his opportunity to talk over 

the matter of the pear-tree, forty years after it 

occurred, with the son of the man who had 
him:

Bat be cet up to know a great deal 
about horticulture, and he did not understand its 
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permitted. “Are

great philosopher, with whom I entertain agree- 
able relations which contribute to the happiness 
of my life, said to me the other day: *Every- 
where isto be heard the sound of sabots ad- 
vancing and of varnished boots retreating.’ 
Nothing can be more true; these people are ad- 
vaneing and we are retreating. It is a great pity, 
lor the world is a charming place. Old France 
has but one means of prolonging ber existence: 
it isto marry new France; for, as to burying 
herself in her regrets, it is a villainous burial, 
and a tomd ought at least to be comfortable.“ 
In this passage we have nearly the philosophy 
of M. Cherbutiez himself; and, so far as Jean 
Teterol’s idea” can be saig to have a motive, it 
is herein expressed. Nobody needs to be told 
that M. Cherbuliez has told bis story well; and, 
thouch he has lingered less than we might de- 
sire over the love-making, which, so far as it 
goes, is attractive and pretty, he has offered 
compensation in the simplicity and quickness of 
the action, which never flags nor provokes the 
reader by unnecessary delay. (“Jean Teterol’s 
Idea.“ From the French of Victor Cherbuiliez.

RUFUS CHOATE’S ORATIONS. 

The fame of Rufus Choate is not growing. 
It depended largely upon his personal influence 
and presence. When these were gone, there 
was comparatively little to sustain it. If con- 
temporary evidence can be trusted, Mr. 
Choate’s main reliance was his delivery. He 
paid no attention to thearts of composition. 
His written stvleis turgid, verbose, and declama- 
tory. Sometimes it is even obscure. We can 
imagine that, in the full sweepof his glowing 
and vehement discourse, all these defects would 
disappear. Emphasis, gesture, and pause 
would assist the understanding of his hearers, 
aud make his meaning to them as plain as 
the noonday sun. But these aids cannot, un- 
fortunately, be given to the reader of his printed 
speeches; and, wanting them, the attention is 
painfully tasked to follow his long and laborious 
sentences to the end. The volume of Ora- 
tious and Addresses just pubiished by Little, 
Brown & Co., of Boston, confains many seu- 
tences more than a page in length, several ex- 
tend over two pages, and one covers uearly 
four. We have just Spoken of these sentences 
as laborious. ‘They are truly so in the sense 
that they fatigue the reader, but not 
at all so as implying great labor on the 
part of the author. His fecundity 
avd fluency are surprising. They spoiled his 
written style by overburdening it with words. 
‘the association of ideas carried him forward 
rapidly trom point to point, and, ds his memory 
of words never failed him, he piled phrases to- 
gether in confusion. 

The orations in this volume which have the 
most historical value are those relating to 
Daniel Webster. Mr. Choate was the priucipal 
speaker to the resolutions of respect introduced 
before the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the District of Massachusetts; he also deliv- 
ered the oration iv memory of Webster 
before the alumni of Dartmouth College, and 
the speech at the Webster dinver Jan. 18, 1850, 
at the Revere House, Boston. These speeches 
are interesting reading. Mr. Choate had full 
knowledge aud appreciation of the subject. 
His own experience, both on the side of the 
Bar and public life, was more in the line of Mr. 

Webster’s than that of any other man. He 
was, moreover, a Warm partisan, as One sbould 
be to eulogize in fitting terms a party man. 
That he overestimated the services of Webster 
to his country will not perhaps be said. The 
debt of gratitude which is owing for the reply 
to Hayne and all Webster’s efforts in the same 
direction cannot lightly be paid. But we should 
have been pleased to think of Mr. Choate as 
less enthusiastic in defending Webster's course 
on the tarill question and his curious term of 
office under the apostate Tyler. It should be 
remembered also that the great efforts. of 
Webster in favor of the United States Bank 
and against the United States Sub-Treasury 
were failures, and deservedly so. Posterity will 
not, whatever contemporary writers may say, 
paint his character in hues of a single color. 

The other orations in this volume cover such 
different subjects as The Importance of Illus- 
trating New England Histor v, The Annexe 
tiov of Texas, and “The Judicial Tenure.” 

Next to the Webster speeches, those on New 
England history have the most permanent value. 
The first oue, however, Ou the Need of IIlus- 
trating New Engiand History,” exhibits more 

werfully than any other the inefficiency of 
Mr. Choate’s literary style. The political 
addresses are much better in their 
way, but they were. hastily prepared, 
and the subjects of which they treated had only 
a relative importance. The specia) issues which 
confronted the people of Boston in 180 were 
superceded soon afterwards, and the War declar- 
ed on different grounds; though it is true that 
the general issue remained the same. tbe dis- 
cussion of it after the repeal of the Missouri 
Compromise must have proceeded in another 
way. On the whole, this collection tempts us to 
inquire how lar the special reputation of the 
great lawyer—for that Mr. Choate unques- 
tionably was—is affected by the same 
causes that make the actor’s fame temporary; 
and how far does the clannish spirit of the Bar 
give a fictitious value to lawyers’ speeches. 
But this inquiry would carry us beyond reasona- 
ble bounds. We must refer those who desire 
to examine further the sources of Mr. Choate’s 
fame to this volume, which, while it gives no 
conception of his great cloquence and legal 
facuity, will be, at least for those who knew 
bim, an agreeable reminder of the orator and 
the man.

ther, the London apostie of the music of the 
future; a sketch of Czernv, the pianist who 
could play every note of Beethoven by Neart 
and not a note of his own: also a bfograph of 
Dussck, by Mr. J. W. Davison, the musical crit- 
ic of the London Vm, and a learned article 
on ** Davy’s Theory of Harmony,“ by Mr. Herbert 
Parry. The general excellence cf this part is 
fully up to the standard of its predecessors, al- 
though there were no articles within its alpha- 
betical limitations that required exhaustive 
treatment or special scholarship. 

BRITISU POETS---SOUTHEY. 

The poetical works of Southey have been con- 
densed in this edition of the British poets from 
ten volumes to five. Wuatever may be thought 
now of the value of Southey’s poetry, or of the 
place he is likely to occupy in the Twentieth 
Century, it will be admitted that the time has 
not vet come to drop him out of the 


list of British poets. If there were 
nothing but his influence in his 
own times to mark, and the fact that he was a 
Poet Laureate when there were poets in En- 
gland to compete for the position he should be 
awarded a place in a complete edition of British 
poetry. And, since he is to come in to this ex- 
cellent company, it is desirable that he should 
be admitted freely as an equal, without mutila- 
tion or annoying restrictions. The puublishers 
of the Riverside Edition have judged 
wisely, therefore, in giving outhey five 
of their beautiful volumes, even though the 
space allotted to him seems somewhat 
disproportionate to bis merits. He is so near 
to our own times that people still desire to 
Know what his merits—and his demerits—are.

We 
all take in French ideas unconsciously througa 
the drama, through fiction, through art, and 
through innumerable other channels, and thus, 
when we go to France, even for the first time, 
we feet already more than half at home. Lon- 
don Times.

THE ** USES” OF PAIN. 

The question is often asked, What, is the 
use of pain? It is scarcely conceivable that the 
infliction has no object.“ There are obviously 
two aspects of this question: in one Science has 
an immediate interest; with the other it has a 
secondary, but not unimportant, concern. ‘The 
first is essentially physical. What useful purpose 
does pain subserve in the animal ecouomy ! The 
answer is thrust upon us by daily observation 
and experience. There are two sentinels posted, 
so to say, about the organism to protect it alike 
from the assaults of enemies without and exact- 
ing friends within. The first of these guardians 
is the sense of fatigue. When this speaks, there 
is need of rest for repair. If the monitor be 
unheeded, exhaustion may supervene; or, before 
that point of injury is reached, the second guard- 
ian will perhaps inter for the vital protec- 
tion,—pnamely, pain. e sense of pain, how- 
ever, is more directly significant of injury to 
structure, active or threatened. than au excess- 
ive strain on function, although in the case of 
the vital organs pain occurs whenever tbe 
pressure is great. Speaking generally. it ma 
De set down as an axiom that. whatever col- 
lateral uses pain may subserve. its chief and 
most obvious service to humanity is as a deter- 
rent and wai ning sensation to ward off danger. 
It is worthy of note, though sufficiently familiar 
to medical observers, that the absence of this 
subjective symptom in cases of severe injury is 
too often indicative of an injury beyond repair. 
The extinction of pain is not the hignest. al- 
thongh it may be a generous, impulse. If 
there were no guardian sensibility of this na- 
ture, it would be impossible to live long in the 
world without self-intlicting the most formid- 
able injuries. That pain, in the second place, 
has an educational value, as regards the mind 
and temper, no one can doubt. Some forms ot 
pain would seem to be chiefly intended for this 
purpose; but even in this view pain has a prac- 
tical interest, because the higher development 
of the mind which controls the body. and of 
which the brain is the formative organ, is a 
process of physico-mental interest governed by 
natural laws of which Science is perfectly com- 
petent to take cogntzance. The subject us a 
whole is one 7 which the physician and 
physiologist hay mutn concern.— Lancet. 
DOES RUNNING WATER PURIFY 

ITSELF ? 

It is not impossible to point out authorities 
ov sanitary matters so wedded to pet theories 
that they unhesitatingly deny that the conver- 
sion of a pure running stream, or even a large 
river, into a conduit for the sewage-filth of a 
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great city wil] have any deleterious effect on 
the potadle quality of the water taken a few 
miles below the filth-entering point. It has 
been demonstrated that this is not only false in 
theory but also in fact, It was Dr. Letheby, of 
the English Royal Commission on the Water- 
Supply of London,“ it is believed, who was the 
first to announce what has since been proved a 
fallacy, viz.: that “ifsewage be mixed withtwen- 
ty times its volume of river-water, the organic 
matter which it contains will be oxidized and com- 
pletely disappear while the river is flowing a 
dozen miles or so:“ and further, that it is safe 
to drink sewage-contaminated water after filtra- 
tion.“ The Royal Rivers Pollution Commission“ 
of 1888. un wilting that this expression of opinion 
should remain untested, submitted it to careful 
and ingenious experimental investigation. The 
result is thus announced: It is thus evident 
that so far from sewage mixed wah twenty 
times its volume of water being oxlized dur- 
ing a flow of ten or twelve miles, scarcelv two- 
thirds of it would beso destroyed ima flow of 
168 miles, at the rate of ope mile per hour, or 
after the lapse of a week.“ And, after men- 
tioning certain details in support of this, the 
Commissioners conclude with the remark that 
“it will be safe to infer, however, from the 
above result, that there is no riverin the 
United Kingdom loug enough to effect the de- 
struction of sewage by oxidation.“ Dr. Frank- 
laud, an eminent English authority, before the 
Roval Commission on Water-Supply, gives some 
strong testimony in support of the statement 
that it is impossible to remove the sewaze- 
contamination from water by any known vro- 
cess, natural or artificial, so as to render it 
harmless, except by boiling lor a long time, or 
by distillation; and, as these two processes are 
impracticable on a large scale, then, he says, in 
his opinion, water that has once been coptami- 
nated by sewage ought not afterward to be used 
for domestic purposcs; and, inasmuch as it is 
yenerally believed that the noxious matter of 
sewage exists there in the form of minute 
germs, which are probably smaller than blood- 
rlobuies, I do not believe that even filtration 
through a stratum of chalk could be relied upon 
to free the water perfectly from such germs.”’

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THE BALM OF GILEAD. 

Dr. De Hass gives the following pasticulars as 
to this far-famed specific for afl diseases: The 
name of Gilead was sometimes applied to all 
transJordanic Palestine; properly, however, it 
included only the country east of the Jordan 
from the head of the Dead Sea to the foot of 
the Lake Genesareth, of which Mizpeh Gilead 
was the crowning point. It was here, along the 
Jordan and about Jericho, the balsam or balm 
once so highly prizea was procured fro an 
aromatic tree, supposed still to be found in this 
region, and known as Spina Christi, or tree 
irom which the Savior’s crown of thorns 
was woven. This most precious gum 
was obtained by making an incision 
in the bark of the tree; it also oozed from the 
leaves, and sometimes bang in drops like houcy 
from the branches. The tree, which originally 
was found iv Palestine, was transplanted to 
Egypt by Cleopatra, to whom the groves near 
Jericho were presented by Mark Antouy. The 
shrub was afterwards taken to Arabia aud 
grown in the neichborhood of Mecca, whence 
the balsam is now exported to Europe and 
America, not as balm from Gilead, but balsam 
of Mecca. The gardens around Heliopolis and 
the “Fountain of the Sun.“ in Egypt, no longer 
produce this rare plaut, aud it nas long since 
ceased to be an article of export from tne 


ancient Gilead.

A numismatist in London has receutly ac 

to his collection two gold coins of Ak ibn Josef, 
third King of the Almoravide, one of the Mus- 
sulman dynasty in Spain, who reigned at Cor- 
dova in the twelfth century. The inscription 
in Cutie characters on each side may be ren- 
dered. Non-est Deus, nisi Deus; Muhammed 
(est) Apostolus Dei; Princens (Ameer) Musel- 
morum, Ali ibn Josef.“ On the reverse is 
„Imam (Caalif) Abdailah, Prince (Ameer) of 
the Faithinl.” Round the edges of cach raps 
the legend. “In the name of God; this denar 
was struc at Almeria iu the year 525" (dating 
from the Hegira). The crescent ou these coins 
is very clearly marked: and is curious as proy- 
ing that the crescent had been assamed as the 
Mussulman's symbol long before the capture of 
Constantinople by the Turks. These coins 
were offered as Chinese, and bought as possibiv 
Persian: and it was onlv when cleaned and de- 
cipbered that their full value was discovered.

One 
and all will say: Well. my children were never 
like that. One mother says:: Ialways bed to 
rock my three children to sleep, and leave a light 
in the room; and another says., why. Will ; 
(to her husband], did you ever see how that little 
baby minds?’ She has two children, the oldest 
4% years, and said herself, ‘* Why, I never think 
of expecting Gracie even to mind, for she is #0 
young.” Now, I believe in beginning as soon as 
vou first ciasp your iittie one in your arms, 
I have loet three babies; I well remember when 
my last little one was living I was inexperienced, 
and out here in a far Western city. away from 
mother andall but husband. My litile one was, 
from the beginning, wearisome. My husdand was 
at home most of the time, and very nervous, and 
on his account I would run the moment I heard 
Otis cry. One day my girl was away, and I waa 
very tired, I having done my housework and been 
obliged to tend baby constantivy. It was time for 
busband to come, and I had not had a spare 
moment to comb my hair. I laid Otis down on the 
bed. aud had reached the bureau, when be began 
to scream. I went to him angrily, caught him up, 
and, shaking him hard, laid him on a pillow, tell- 
ng him, no matter how hard he cried, he had got 
to lay there. Oh! my darling. lost baby; will the 
frightened look which you gave mamma ever leave 
ime? No, never. Days after we laid him in bis 
litle grave lL would close my eyes and try to see his 
bappy smile that used to come; dat no, I could 
only see that frightened look he gave me the 
one time | was impatient. It ie now three years 
since God took my darling, and I can never recall 
his face save as leay. I began with the litile one 
we now have by being always firm, but loving and 
kind. I think I have never once told him todo 
this or that, or told him I would do anything. 
without seeing he did it, and then doing as I 
promised, I began with him the day he came to 
our little nome. After feeding him sufiiciently, 
and knowing he was warm and had no pins to 
prick him, be was laid in his little bed beside 
mine, to lie there till he went to sleep, aud though 
i had a serious time to have it to. 1 conquered at 
last. I dave never rocked him to sleep vor had 
him op dut five or six times in the night, and 
then he was sick. [never correct or Punish him 
when angry or impatient myself, and have been 
regular in regard to all his batiis. When he goes 
to bed (at 6 or half - past) I give him his supper, 
undress him. put him to bed, Kiss him good nivbt, 
and go out and shut the door. and very seldom go 
to bim till I go to bed. Now, do not think me 
cruel; J never leave him so but what Ican hear 
anv trouble in his room. 

Another thing, I think most parents love their 
little ones so much they never come home without 
bringing some toy. —a doll or a wagon, or some- 
thing, ti!l every nook and corner ia full of babies’ 
toys, and the tittle ones begin to tease as soon as 
they see them come in sight; besides it teaches the 
little ones to lose all pleasure for the old toys and 
want something new continually. Oar little one 
hae never had but two toys doughi for him,—a 
rattle when 6 monthe old, anda bex of blocks 
when 14 months, —and I am sure he is happier than 
any little one with a house full of playthings. 
There is not an hour I am not thinking of some- 
thing to Amase him, not spending my time, but 
showing him how to amuse himself. Sometimes 
it is sticking pins in a cushion, sometimes building 
up emp'y spools, and all sorts of little waye, and 
he seldom comes teasing around mamma; he is 
as happy and good as a darling can be. It may be 
that a firm band has had nothing to do with it, but 
mothers, | pray you do not be leniert one time and 
angry another.

SFANK THEM WELL. 

Fort Arzixsox. Wis., Nov. 4.—Bancia, your 
letter was good, and I heartily indorse your opin- 
ions. I do think a mother of small children, is 
tried to the nttermost, at times, to know just what 
to do and when to doit. 1 do not believe in *‘cat- 
0’-nine-tails”’’ or whalebone monatrosities, or 
clubs, or horsewhips, but with my three little ones 
I find that spanking occasionaly has a wholesome 


effect. 

Certainiy different children need different treat- 
ment, and where children are not old enough to 
reuson with they can be made to do right by a 
litte judicious sdauking. I have seen grown peo- 
pie whom I think would de benetiited by such treat- 
ment, only se one would dare undertake the job. 
My little 4-year-old tries me sometimes almost to 
the Uumit of enderance. For instance, she has 
been told repeatedly of the wrong in pulling her 
baby brotkersarm. Of course, she is only play- 
ing, and wonders why he should cry. 1 found 
talxing did no good, so I tried spanking, which 
had the desired effect. Now she understands that 
if she pulls his arm it hurts he? eventually. 

Chiidren, we read, cannot be expected to reason 
under 7 years of age, and what are we to do with 
those under this age’ If they are not governed. 
| think we will find our hands full to manage them 
after 7 years of age. 

A woman who has everything to do for a family 
washing, ironing, baking, and mending, besides 
the hundred and one things which make up bouse- 
keeping--does nobly if she keeps her children 
comfortable. One of thé nicest ways to get along 
is to make the children think they are helping. It 
keeps them out of more mischief than one would 
believe until they try it. When the dishes are 
ready to be set away, let them carry them, if only 
one or two at a time; it certainly helps if it only 
saves mother ove journey back and forth. 

Thew picking up and laying rugs straight, and 
lots of little things, can de done by small hands as 
well as by large ones. 

1 find the promise of a walk will keep them 
happy for nalf a day, When the driving work 
is done, bundle the baby into the little 
carriage, and all go for along walk.

RECIPES. 

WAUKEGAN, III., Oet. 30. — In last week's Home 
some one asked fora recipe for chocolate caramels 
and chocolate creams. I send mine, which I know 
to be splendid: 

Caramels—One-fourth pound chocolate, one cup 
sweet milk, one cup sirup, one cap white sugar, 
small piece of butter. Dissolve chocolate in milk; 
boil. well. 

Creams—Two cupfuls powdered sugar, balf cup- 
ful boiling water; bol ten minutes, grate one- 
fourth of a square of chocolate, soften oy placing on 
a steaming kettle. Meanwhile take the cream off 
and beat until white, roll into balls and dip into 
the chocolate flavor. 

Some one also wanted a recipe for Chinese depil- 
atory, i found the following in aa old number of 
Tur Trinune: Mix eight ounces quick-lime, one 
gance dry pearl-ash, one ounce sulphuret potassi- 
um. To be made inte paste with warm 
water and a little starch, and immediately 
apply to the part, previously shaved close. it 
should not be applied longer than two to four min- 
utes, and then washed off.in warm water, Apply 
only’ to a small surface at once, and do not allow 
it to spread to adjacent parts.

A law was passed by the.’ Legislature of 1877 
requiring all persons who practice medicine in 
this Btate to procure a ceilicate testifying to 
the qualifications from he State Board of 
Health. The object of th duct was to root out 
the quacks, who prey upow e credulous in the 
community and ruin the health of their 
patients, if they do not kilj"them outright. But 
in this it is a failure. Abgug all the good it has 
thus far accomplished is u give a regular phy- 
sician standing in the WMirts. He can sue a 
debtor and recover judgment; an “irregular” 
cannot. This privilege, however, is of no par- 
ticular value to the latter pince most of them 
demand cash in hand before  prescribiag. 
They know, if the paticut continues to have 
faith in them, should his disease be 
of a virulent type, that he will not live long 
under their treatment, eo what is the use of 
courts and judgments! It is astonishing how 
such people thrive. There is scarcely an em- 
piric in the city but ig busy all the time, and 
making more than the average of reputabic 
physicians. No watter what the disease is,— 
cancer, consumption, or any other that is con- 
ceded by the profession generally to be incur- 
able, —thege fellows say they can conquer it; 
and the afflicted ones believe them. A drown- 
ing man, however, will catch at a straw.
